Contact ACP For 
Aaricultural Limestone 


To be eligible for cost-sharing 
through the ACP, lime must be ap- 
plied to land already planted to 
legumes or grasses ог on land that 
will be seeded to legumes and 
grasses in the coming year. Under 
this program, lime may be applied 
to cropland and the establishment 
of a winter cover crop will qual- 
ify the land for liming, Fitzhugh 
Lee, chairman, points out that 
еге are contractors in the 
county who will haul and spread 
lime on the land. This helps farm- 
ers to get lime on the land with- 
out employing any farm labor.

CONTROL POULTRY PESTS 


Poultry Lice feed on haris, skin 
and feathers of the birds. These 
and other pests like mites and 
“stick-tight fleas” weaken the 
birds, cause them to drop off in 
egg production and lower meat 
gain. 

Roost paints made with lindane, 
malathion or nicotine sulphate will 
control poultry lice; or use sprays 
and dusts directly on the birds 
made from: spray, malathion; 
dusts, rotenone. You сап use 
the pinch method of applying so- 
dium fluoride. 

Litter sprays for controlling lice 
can be made from malathion or 
lindane. For litter dust use 5 
percent malathion. 

The “stick tight" fleas can be 
controlled with malathion. 

Control mites by spraying or 
dusting walls, roosts and litter. For 
sprays use lindane or malathion; 
for dusts use 5 percent malthion 
or sulphur dust. 

Caution. Do not apply lindane 
directly to birds. Avoid getting 
any insecticide in feed or water. 

For specific details on controll- 
ing these pests call or come by 
this office.
